It is common to talk of the 
Ghrist of Calvary, or the Christ 
of the Bible, or the Resurrected 
Christ, but it is not so common 
to hear about the Christ of the 
Garden.

to think He had gone to this 
very same garden many times 
before for the same purpose— 
to pray unto His Father in 
Heaven.

The word 
AMAZE according to Webster 
means, “To confound or stun 
with fear, surprise, or wonder;’

man family by that night’s ex- 
perience? Everything that the 
taste of death for every one 
meant, He went before and 
made the way for the human 
race to follow. “For it became 
him, for whom are all things, 
and by whom are all things, in 
ye 4 many sons unto glory, 
to make the captain of their sal- 
vation perfect through suffer- 
ings.” This was the last, except 
the cruel lash, before cruci- 
fixion. He was made perfect 
here. He was now ready to lay 
down His life. Death itself 
failed to kill Him, although He 
tasted it and knew the experi- 
ence of involuntary death. He 
bore this experience patiently 
and submitted to the will of His 
Father, although it came upon 
Him so unexpectedly that He 
was amazed and in wonder. 


It is commonly believed that 
the sins of the whole world were 
heaped upon Jesus while le 
wag out there in the garden 
alone that night. He was suf- 
fering, the just for the unjust. 
He was willing to bear it all if 
doing so would bring the world 
back to God. He was also wil- 
ling to submit to His Father’s 
will whether there was any’ 
world brought back to God or 
not. He was wholly surren- 
dered, whether life or death it 
mattered not then. If God 
could afford to let Him die in 
the garden instead of on the 
cross He could afford it, too, al- 
though He would rather have it| 
according to the Scriptures. | 
And by His submission He en- 
dtired this terrible experience} 
and gave His life on the cross| 
besides.

The sheriff went and 
got a doctor and, brought him to their 
house and the doctor asked Brother 
Whittington if he would allow any one 
to give the child medicine. Brother 
Whittington said he would rather not. 
The doctor ordered the sheriff to take 
the child and carry him to the hos. 

He took the child out of the 
mother’s arms and told Brother Whit- 
tington to get into the automobile and 
they took the child to the hospital and 
gave him medicine. Brother Whitting- 
ton had to sit right there and see 
them give medicine to his child. While 
they were doing that he said he asked 
God to give him grace in the hour of 
trouble. The Lord did and without 
murmuring or complaining he saw his 
little one pass from time into eternity, 
but Brother Whittington and his wife 
are looking forward to that day when 
they will meet again to part no more.
